Attached are two copies of a proposed Certificate of Correction, as permitted by 35 U.S.C. §225, 
to correct an error by the Applicant appearing in the above-referenced patent. 

In the Office action dated July, 25, 2005 the Examiner objected to the drawings. In response to 
the Examiner's objection to the drawings, the Applicant amended Figs. 1 and 3 and added Figs. 5-7 in an 
Office action Response mailed on November 7, 2005. These amended figures were intended to be 
informal figures, which would later be formalized upon a request to do so by the Examiner. 
Unfortunately, the application was allowed without a request by the Examiner to formalize the drawings, 
and the Applicant paid the issue fee without realizing that the application still contained informal 
drawings. As a result, each of Figs. 1, 3 and 5-7 of the granted patent contains at least one handwritten 
reference numeral; and each of Figs. 3 and 5 contains at least one hand drawn structure. However, it is 
Fig. 7, which is most disturbing. Figure 7 of the granted patent is almost completely illegible. 

Enclosed herewith are formalized versions of Figs. 1, 3 and 5-7. Applicant respectfully request 
that a Certificate of Correction be issued to include these figures to facilitate an understanding of the 
invention by future readers of this patent. Applicant submits that the enclosed Figs. 1, 3 and 5-7 are mere 
formalizations of the informal Figs. I, 3 and 5-7 submitted on November 7, 2005. Applicant further 
submits that the formalized figures contain no new matter and are fully supported by the application as 
originally filed. In addition, since no new matter is presented by these figures, their entry via a certificate 
of correction would not require a reexamination by the Examiner.
